ARVELOUS MAN, Cannon. One of our biggest guns. Did we say 
‘one of the biggest? Certainly there has been no one like him in all 

the annals of the land. No one knows how old he is. White-haired men 
recall that sixty years ago he looked just as young as he does now. For 
Congressional Record purposes, 1836, or some such date, has been mentioned 
as his birthyear, and the statement has been allowed to crystallize into a 
tradition. Yet oldest inhabitants recall that their grandfathers told them 
that their grandfathers had voted for Uncle Joe for Congress. Where was 
he born? Nobody knows. Seventy years ago or more he appeared some- 
where in North Carolina. Danville, Illinois, claims to be his home, where he 
dwells after the manner of other mor- 
tals; for it was ever his humor to as- 
sume to a certain extent the ways and 
customs of the time. Yet who knows 
what affairs of state may have taken | 
form and found direction in his brain 
during earlier centuries, when royal 
toga or symbolistic garment draped his 
form? Even as the Wandering Jew 
gained greater perspective as century 
succeeded century, finding himself at 
last wholly undisturbed by the petty 
annoyances of human life, looking on 
panics, changes of administration, wars, 
pestilences as mere ripples on the sea 
of humanity, seeing beneath them the 
steady rise and fall of the fundamental 
tide, so Uncle Joe stands like a gray 
and genial rock, sun-warmed and 
storm-swept, watching with a quiet 
smile the perturbations of this genera- 
tion. “They are but mortal,” says 
Uncle Joe. ‘“‘ This little problem or 
that seems very big to them, measured i. 
by their little foot-rules; but I size it f 
up with a yard-stick of experience that 
they wot not of. In other words, | . 
stand pat.’’ Constitutions may ham- 
per the President, more or less; czars 
suffer restraint through fear of sudden 
death. None of these things troubles 
Uncle Joe. The House Rules are his Nv 
only boundary of conduct, and they are 
his to interpret. So, though little mem- 
bers howl and gnash their teeth, and 
though foolhardy ones may for a time 
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ARE WE A FREE PEOPLE? 


NEW YORK CITY is facing the problem of a “‘closed’’ Sunday. Su- 
preme Court Justice O’Gorman declared a week or so ago that the 
theatres and places of public amusement must be closed on that day. 
This presents a pretty problem when viewed from without the circle of 
greatest turmoil. There is something to be said on both sides of this Sun- 
day question. JUDGE believes in a day of rest. It is not merely a reli- 
gious question. How such an institution can best be established and pro- 
tected, resulting in the greatest good to the greatest number, is an unsolved 
problem now, and probably will be so long as we live together in communi- 
ties. We are free individuals only in so far as we avoid treading on one 
another’s toes. . Various of our com- 

monwealths have passed prohibitory 

laws by substantial majorities, curtail- 

ing the freedom of thousands of tem- 
perate citizens. Yet the majority in 
those states believed such laws to be 
for the best, and the majority rules. In 
New York.City, for a time at least, 
Sunday concerts will be prohibited, 
while the law against the open saloon 
is only partially enforced. Certain 
church dignitaries have protested that 
the closed door to the Sunday concert 
will force the saloon side-door wider 
open. Others who protest claim that a 
day of rest is no less a day of rest for the 
opportunity of being amused or of hear- 
ing good music. Supporters of the 
Sunday laws, even while admitting the 
truth of the latter argument, protest 
that if the institution of the Sabbath is 
to be undermined inch by inch it will 
eventually altogether collapse. This is 
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a free country, but free to the majority, 
not to the individual. JUDGE predicts 
that a broader construction of the Sun- 
day Laws will eventually prevail in 
New York City, though it will be sorry 
to see a total destruction of that time- 
honored American institution—a day in 
the week when everyone shall have 


full opportunity to rest.
